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HARDING TELLS HIS 
VIEWSON ISSUES 

In Accepting Republican Nomina- 
For President— Want* a 



(By Associated press ) 

Marion. O., July 22— A pledge 
of constitutional government, ad- 
ministered by party and not by in- 
dividaul and based on national 
rather tban world ideals, was giv- 
en by Warren (1. Harding today 
in accepting formally the republi- 
can nomination for the presiden- 
cy. 

He welcomes a popular refer- 
endum on the League of Nations, 
advocated increased production to 
cut the cost of living, pleaded for 
obliteration of sectional and class 
conflict, and declared for indus- 
trial peace "not forced but inspir- 
ed by the common weal." 

Prohibition he gave only a pass- 
ing notice, saying that despite di- 
vided opinion regarding the eigh- 
teenth amendment and that sta- 
tutes enacted to make it operative 
there must be no evasion of their 
enforcement. He declared it his 
"sincere desire" that ratification 
of the suffrage amendment In- 
completed to permit women to 
vote this fall in every state. 

Reviewing and commending 
briefly many other planks of the 
party platform, the candidate de- 
clared for collective bargaining 
for farmers, repression of the dis 
loyal, "generous federal co-oper- 
ation" in rehabilitating the rail- 
roads, intelligent deflation of the 
currency, enlargement of govern- 
ment aid in reclamation, a genu- 
ine expre s sion of gratitude to vet- 
erans of the world war. the main- 
tenance of an ample navy and a 
"small army but the best bi the 
world." 

In his promise of a "party gov- 
ernment." Senator Harding reit- 
erated his belief that the Vice 
President should have a part in 
the affairs of the chief executive'- 
official family and declared there 
also should be a "cordial under - 
Standing and co-ordinate activi- 
ties" between the executive and 
Congress. "No man." he said, "is 
big enough to rim this great re 
public. Our first committal is 
the restoration of representative 
popular government, under the 
constitution, through the agency 
of the republican party. 

Promising restorat ion. of peace 
as soon as a republican Congress 
should send a peace declaration to 
a republican president for his sig- 
nature, the candidate assailed the 
League covenant as brought 
home by President Wilson but de- 
clared the war's sacrifices would 
be "in vain if we cannot acclaim 
a new order, with added security 
to civilization and peace main- 
tained." 

"We republicans of the Senate." 
he continued, "when we saw the 
structure of a world supcrgovern- 
ment taking visionary form, join- 
ed in a becoming warning of our 
devotion to this republic. The re- 
publicans of the Setiate halted the 
barter of independent American* 
eminence and influence. * * * 

"We do v not mean to hold aloof. 
We do not mean to shun a single 
responsibility of t H i - republic. We 
were resolved then as we are to- 
dav. and will be tomorrow, to pre- 
serve this free and independent 
republic. Let those now respon- 
sible, or seeking responsibility, 
proprosc the surrender, whether 
With interpretations, apologies, or 
reluct. int reservations — from 
which our rights are to be omit- 
ted. We welcome the referen- 
dum to the American people on 
the preservation of America. *** 

"With a Senate advising as the 
Constitution contemplates. I 
WOttld hopefully approach the na- 
tions of Europe and of the earth, 
proposing that understanding 
which makes us a willing partici- 
pant in the consecration of na- 
tions to a new leadership, to com- 
mit the moral forces of the

In his reference to prohibition 
land law enforcement he said: 

"People ever will differ about 
the wisdom of the enactment of 
a law — there is divided opinion' re- 
garding the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment and the laws enacted to 
make it operative — but there can 
be no difference of opinion about 
honest law enforcement. * * * 
Modification or repeal is the right 
of a free people, whenever the de- 
liberate and intelligent public sen- 
timent commands, but perversion 
and evasion mark the paths of the 
failure of government itself."
